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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-2, 5-8, 10-11, 15-18, 21-23, 25-27, 30-33, 36-38, 40-42, 45-46 are 
pending in this application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-2, 5-8, 10-11, 15-18, 21-23, 25-27, 30-33, 36-38, 40-42, 45-46 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lee et al (US 6,535,493 B1). 

Regarding claims 1, 8, 11, 15, 17, 23, 26, 32, 38, 41, 42, Lee et al discloses a 
communication network and method for use with mobile wireless user terminals, said 
network comprising (see figure 1): 

A packet-switched core network (Internet 120); and 

A plurality of access points (102, 104, 132, 134) coupled to said core network 
(internet 120), each said access point (102, 104, 132, 134) being adapted to provide 
any said user terminal with communications access to said core network when said any 
user terminal becomes affiliated with said access point, and including an address 
resolution protocol cache which is adapted to store information representative of 
affiliation between said user terminals and said access points, and each said access 
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point being adapted to update its address resolution protocol cache with an Internet 
protocol address of a said user terminal when that said user terminal becomes affiliated 
with said access point, and being further adapted to issue an address resolution 
protocol request which causes other said access points to update their respective 
address resolution protocol caches to indicate that said user terminal has changed its 
affiliation to said access point (figure 1 , column 1 1 , lines 30-35). 

Regarding claims 5, 6, 7, 10, 15, 16, 21, 22, 25, 30, 31, 36, 37, 45, 46, Lee et al 
teach wherein said access point with which a said user terminal is affiliated is adapted 
to transmit a received data packet to said user terminal via wireless communications 
link (column 4, line 15-32). 

Regarding claims 2, 18, 27, 33, 40, 42, Lee et al further teach wherein said each 
access point is adapted to issue said address resolution protocol request over said core 
network (column 4, lines 32-45).
